NBW YORK, July 20.—A deal is under 
way involving the combination of at least 
four prominent railroads and perhaps two 
or three more, making a complete trunk 
line from the Atlantic to the Pacific. The 
scheme involves a merging of several of 
the properties in which Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
E. H, Harriman and Speyer & Co. are in- 
terested and with their friends exert a 
controlling influence. 

Among these properties are the Union 
Pacific, the Illinois Central and the Chi- 
cago Alton, the Chicago Terminal Transfer 
Company, the Oregon Short Line, the Ore- 
gon*Rai:way and Navigation Company and 
the Baitimore & Ohio. It is asserted in 
some quarters that the Great Northern wiil 
come in, but this is considered doubtful, 
aithough James J. Hill is closely associated 
with severai of the gentiemen who are 
prominent in the railroads mentioned. 

This combination wili give a compact 
system, and will bring about a revoiution 
in traffic alliances. lhe Union Pacific is 
the keystone. Its closest connection at 
present is the Chicago & Northwestern, and 
for a long time it has been the prevailing 
opinion in Wall street that the Vander- 
bilts would attach both the Northwestern 
and, the Union Pacific to the growing New 
York Central system. The new aliiance as- 
sumes unusual interest when it ig borne in 
mind that the Vanderbilts are  repre- 
sented on the board of directors of the 
Union Pacific and were not aware until a 
‘ey weeks ago of what was going on. 

The Northern directors have hurriedly 
considered the advisability of extending 
their F remont branch to Ogden to a con- 
nection with the Central Pacific, which is 
controlled by the Southern Pacific. Cut off 
from the Union Pacific, the Northwestern 
will find no road to turn to for Pacific 
business that does not parallel it for a con- 
siderable distance, Thus, with the North- 
western extending its Fremont, Elkhorn & 
Missourt River Railway from Ft. Casper to 
Ogden in order to fight the Union Pacific 
and the Northern Pacific forced to protect 
itself against the Oregon lines. which were 
recently acquired by the Union Pacific, 
there is likely to bea lively time among 
the great transcontinental rivals in the near 
future. The importance of the deal may be 
judged by noting the combined mileage and 
capital of the several companies. 


STILL EXPECTED TO CHANGE. 


Rumor Now Is That A. L. Mohler Will 


Succeed M. E. Ingalls. 

NEW YORK, July 2.—A report is cur- 
rent that A. L. Mohler, now president of 
the Oregon Railway and Navigation, has 
accepted the presidency of the Chespeake 
and Ohio and Big Four railroad companies, 
succeeding M. E. Ingalls. There was a ru- 
mor a few days ago that Mr. Ingalls would 
resign the presidency of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio and the Big Four to become general 
arbitrator of the Pernsylvania Railroad 
Company and the Vanderbilt and Morgan 
system cf railroads, at a salary of $76,000 
a year, but Mr. Ingalls himself promptly 
denied the story. It does not appear that 
he has yet retired or been retired from the 
presidency of his two roads. 

As to Mr. Mohler’s reported change of 
business connections, William L. Bull, lead- 
ing director of the Oregon Railway & Nav- 
igation Co., said; 

“I have had several telegrams to-day 
from Mr. Mohler, at Portland, Ore., and in 
none of them has he gsaid anything about 
an intention to retire from the presidency 
of our company.”’

In the frank and full expression of his views with regard to 
the World's Fair in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch Mr. J. W. Van 
Cleave gave an unequivocal indorsement of the project. A\l- 
though opposed to the Fair at first, because he was afraid St.

DANGERS OF PACE-MAKING 


Fred Hellméts of Cases of Carondelet Thrown 
_ From His Wheel and His Com- 
panions Rode Over Him.

Fred Hellmers of Carondelet fell’ from his 
bicycle on Manchester road Wednesday 
afternoon and was probably fatally injured. 
His skull was fractured and Dr. Mays, 
who treated him, says he has internal in- 
juries. 

Hellmers and two friends, Hugo Kautner 
and George Smith, went to Meramec High- 
lands Wednesday to epend the day. All 
are expert bicyclists and rode to their out- 
ing. When the time came to return home 
they determined to try for a record from 
the Highlands to Carondelet, a distance of 
2% miles. They thought that, by constant 
hard riding, they could ‘cover the distance 
in two hours. 

Each took his turn in setting the pace 
for the others. Hellmers was performing 
this duty on Manchester road when he ar- 
rived at a muddy place. He attempted to 
cross it without decreasing his speed, but 
his wheel had hardly touched the mud be- 


fore it slipped and threw the rider. Hell- 
mers fell into a stone tter, his head 
striking first. The blow r&éndered him un- 
conscious and he was unable to get out of 
the way of Kautner and Smith, who were 
riding at him at full speed. They passed 
over him, inflicting internal injuries. 

Hellmers was picked up and carried to a 
neighboring house, where medi atten- 
tion ‘was procured. for him promptly, but 
his physician says there is little hope of his 
recovery. 


MRS. HOLLADAY WILL RETIRE 


She Is Released From Jail and Has 
Determined Never Again to Ap- 
pear on the Stage.

VALUES CONTINUE FIRM. 


Complaints of Delays on Deliveries of 
Old Low Price Contracts Are 
Still Frequent. 


NEW YORK, July 2.—Discussing trade 
conditions, the Iron Age says to-day: 

Every market reports deals with the story 
of the scarcity of material and the advanc- 
ing tendency in prices for delivery during 
the next four or six months. Values are 


exceedingly firm for the balance of this 
year, and the possibility of higher prices is 
being faced. Complaints of deiays in de- 
liveries continue frequent, practical.y so 
far as old low-priced contracts are con- 
cerned. Some large concerns report that 
they are beginn.ng to catch up a little. 
Some consumers are beginning to face 
the question of supply of material for the 
first half of next year. The conviction 
seems general that it is safest to cover for 
any contracts taken, but thus far the quan- 
tities involved seem to be moderate. There 
has been some buying of pig iron for 1900, 
but so far as we can ascertain, good, sound 
concerns are having prices named to them 
cons.derably below those now prevailing. 


, This insures to the makers a very hand- 


some profit on a part of their tonnage. 

A comparison of prices shows that since 
July, 1898, values on nearly the whole list 
of raw and finished materials have just 
about doubled, and in some cases the rise 
has gone beyond that,

TEAS SECOND FLOO 


WATERS DO GREAT DAMAGE IN 
THE PANHANDLE. 


PEASE AND RED RIVERS HIGH. 


Portion of the Denver Railroad Bed 
Washed Away, and Rumors of 
Another Cloudburst. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., July 20.—Meager reports 
have reached here from Childress and other 
points in the Panhandle of a disastrous 
storm in that section yesterday afternoon. 

The tremendous downpour of Tuesday in 
the Panhandle counties, northwest of Ver- 
non, resulted in a big rise in the Pease 
River and the Red River, both of which 
are crossed by the Fort Worth & Denver 
Railroad. Traffic has been stopped across 
Red River by a portion of the Denver road 
being washed away at that point. The 
Pease River was on a tremendous boom 
and there was much apprehension felt in 
the Fort Worth & Denver official circles 
because of the treacherous stream, 

The Denver train did not reach Fort 
Worth for Dallas and other connections 
last night. W. H. Mills of the Denver roaa 
made the fololwing statement: 

‘About 75 feet of the approach to the Red 
River bridge has been washed out, delaying 
the Denver train due last night, which was 
held at Clarendon, and the northbound 
train, which left Fort Worth at 9:45 yester- 
day morning, is at Childress. The water is 
reported falling rapidly, and if no further 
rain falls we expect to make necessary re- 
pairs to cross trains by to-morrow noon, 

The storm spread over a dozen or more 
counties, with Childress apparently as a 
central point. There are rumors here of a 
serious disaster from a cloudburst.  Rail- 
way traffic and telegraphic communication 
will have to be restored before details can 
be had. The Fort Worth & Denver Railway 
telegraph line, the only one in that section, 
is badly crippled beyond Childress, and the 
telephone lines do not extend that far into 
the Panhandle.
